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ABSTRACT ^ , ^ 

Since thv2 project evaluation for the last years 
indicated that pupil achievement and growth were significant, the 
corrective program in reading, language arts, and mathematics 
operated with Title 1, 1965 Elementary Secondary Education Act, and 
State Act for Disadvantaged Children funding was continued during the 
1973-74 school year in seven elementary schools and one high school 
in Hartford. An Instructional Center approach was the core of this 
program in which specific remedial/corrective instruction was 
provided to eligible students who had reading, language, and/or ^ 
mathematics learning problems. The instructional program emphasized 
corrective reading and language arts skills. Remedial mathematics 
instruction continued at the Cathedral of St. Joseph School and at 
St. peter school. Instruction was provided on a scheduled basis 
during the regular school day. The eguivalent of 13 full-time 
teachers were employed to teach in the Instructional Center Program. 
These teachers worked in teaching teams on a part-time basis, 
generally half days. In addition, eight instructional aides worked 
with children in the centers under the supervision of the 
instructional center teachers. These paraprofessionals allowed the 
teachers to offer more individualized and more intensive instruction 
to the students.

During the 1973-197U school year, the nonpublic schools in Hartford 
havB continued a program of corrective reading, language arts and math- 
ematios Instructloti in seventeen Instrubtional Centers in eight Hartford 
CathoUc Schools, JoiJitly funded under Title I of the Sleoientazy end 
Secondary Education Act and the -State Act for Disadvantaged Children, the 
seventeen centers have focused on corrective reading and language arts in- 
struction. Two centers have also offered Kuitheiaetios Inetructlon. One 
learning center offered more advanced language concepts and reading skilla 
for foreign-bom children at Our Lady of Sorrows School. Seven of the 
schools receiving service are elementary and one is a secondary school. 

Data relative to the Corrective Ihst^nictional Center Programs oper- 
ated for students In grades 1-12 and the Intensive Program in Written and 
Oral Language for Foreign Language Speaking Students is Included in this 
report.

In addition, eight in- 
atructional aides worked with children in the centers under the super- 
vision of the instructional center teachers. These paraprofessionals 
allowed the teachers to offer more individualized and more intensive 

Instruction to the students. 

The instructional centers are equipped with a variety of Instruc- 
Ucnal e,^pnent. Fun,itur, and materials are designed to stlmlate 
various teaching and learning styles, ^^hasis during the year was placed 
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on an ocle^tlc-raiiltt aenaoiy approach to laaming. 

Tho distinct Instructional Center proframa were operated during the 
current school year. The regular Inatructlonal program was continued aa 
In past years with children scheduled for daily instructional perioda of 
U0.60 isdnutea. The exceptions to this daily period ware the mathamatlca 
program at The Cathedral of St. Joseph and the tutorial program at South 

Catholic High Sohool. 

Qycle scheduling was the alternate f om of programming during the 
year. This program scheduled two groups of 12-15 children into a center 
for 2-235 hours daily in ^ concentrated readijig and language skills build- 
mg approach for periods of ten weeks. Cycling was also effected on a 
semester basis with daily sheduled tUne ranging from hO-90 minutes as 
needed. Students participating i^ these programs received intenalve work 
in reading and language arts. Students were tested at the beginning and 
again at the end of each cycle whan they either were returned to their 
claasrooro or were recycled for another period. 

" in intensive program in oral and written English for foreign bom 
students waa continued at Our Lady of Sorrows School, It emphasised the 
use of English in advanced oral and written aituaUona aa well devel- 
opmental reading skills for those students who had completed the standard 
aiglish AS A Second Language prograaj but who ware functioning below 
. typical children cf their age in writing and reading.

During 16 weeka of instruction, jneati gain test scores for tnner-clty 
children may be interpreted as satisfactory if they show a minimum of 3 
months growth in k months time. Four months of growth In U months time 
may then be interpreted as good, and 5 months of growth or more in k 
months of instruction could be temed excellent. 

... At the prijnasy level, the mean gain was excellent in Grade 2 for the 

first semester and good for the second semester. The reverse was true in 
Grade 3. 

Analysis of growth in Grades U-9 reveals that, in general, the most 
substantial growth was made during the first semester In Grades U, 5 and 6 
and that the reverse was the case in Grade 7. Five p^ils in Grade 8 were 
serviced for the first semester only and made excellent gains in the Ian- 
guage component of the Stanford Achievement Test. 

In each listing, different students were serviced the second amester. 
Students were dropped at mid-year because of outstanding growth, or because 
classroom teachers dononstratad that other students had far greater need of 
service. In the case of 7th Graders serviced, students had, for the most 
part, been in instructional center programs for 3 or more years. Adminis- 
trators agreed with both center and classroom teachers that a new group of 
equally needy students should be serviced. 
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TRIMSSTER C YCLE PROGRAM 
St. Ann© School continued the tliree-crcle .program, servicing pupils 
for long periods of Ijxstruction d\irlng 10 week cycles. Length of lessons 
averaged 1^ hours dahy. Service in this program was offered to trades 2, 
3 and U. One full time teacher and one full time paraprofessional partici- 
pated in this cycle program. Pupils in Grades 2 and 3 were tested with 
the Qates-MacQinitie Reading Teat. Pupils in Grade h were tested with the 
Stanford Achievement Test, Primary Battery II.

Itesults of students ooeted >ri.th the Primary II Battery indicate that 
mean growth w&a esceXlent for Grade U, good in Qrade $, and sattsfactoiy 
or better In Orado 6. Cniy 3 pupils were tested with the Intermediate I 
Batteiy where growth was good on the composite Reading and Language mean. 

For 13 of the l5 pupils in the program, mean growth in the language 
components of the toot were significant and thay served to raise sub- 
etantially the 0005)0 site rsading and language mean. 



SUHMAfGT AND CONCLUSIONS 

This evaluation report represents data derived from pre and post 
teatine of the regular and cycle programs of the Instructional Center 
operation. It also presents data from the Instructional Program for 

Forei0[i Bom Students. 

The project objectives and a general description of the program were 
presented and standardized teat data for the various program components 
were detailed. The data Indicates that, in general, Instructional G»ter 
programs were effective in meeting program objectives. Primary grade 
students tested with the Oatee-HacOinitie Tbst made good to excellent pro- 
gress and the mean gain for the Intemediate grades using the Stanford 
Achievement Test also evidenced good to excellent growth. This year, test- 
ed growth in Grades 7-11 was good to excellent, and was outstanding for 
8th and 9th Grade students. 

, Since the evaluati<« data indicates good results and the Joint non- 
public professional staff and parent committee Indicates satisfaction with 
the program, the basic structure of the Instructional Canter concept will 
continue. Greater emphasis will be placed on IndividuaOiaed instruction 
based upon more careful diagnosis and prescription of individual student

Bvaluatlon of student atutude was detemli>ed through the adalnistra-

tors. Oonaensus indicated linproved student attitudes toward both self and 
school la the majority of cases. Olassroon teachers noted greater growth

perhaps due to the tutnow in administrative- 8i5)enri8ory personnel, 

certain needs were apparent in the operation of the program, particularly 
with conmunlcations at «any levels. A need for additional staff training 
in ways of individualizing instruction was also evident, ©lese are the 
basis of our recommendations for future change as shown on the Composite 
Report submitted to the State Department of Education. (see p. 3a lanedi- 

ately following.) 

Our goals for 197U-197$ include (l) continued acad«rlc growth and 
Improved self-concept for students, and (2) Ur^Jroved comunications with 
students, parents, school staff, Instructional Center staff and adminis- 
trators involved in program operation at all levels.
